This provifion not only in a'great 


degree covers all defeéts that might 


be fuppofed to exift in 


the conttitution, but tends to 
prevent all riotous proceedings in 
order to gain redrefs, as it may 


: a all times be obtained in a legal 


way when defired. This is a 


peculiar excellency in the federal 
‘conititution, “and is‘ hardly to be 


found in any other rational form 
et and fhews the great.

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wifdom and modefty of thofe ven- 
erable patriots who. compoted it.

And not 
only all bills, but every order, 
refolution, or vote, to which the 

concurrence of both houfes of 
congrefs may be neceflary, (ex-. 
cept on a queflion of adjourn 
‘ment) fhall be prefented to the 
~prefident of the United States, 
and before it can take effect, ei- 
ther be approved of by him, or 

being difapproved, muft be again 
D repafied 
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repafied by two-thirds of both 
huufes,. according to the rules 
and limitations prefcribed in the 
Cale of a bill. Ali this is wilely 
done, to take time for confidera- 
tion, and examination, and is 
paying great refpect. and 
erence to the prefident of the 
United. States, without. giving 
him: that controling and unreafon- 
able power, which is exercifed by 
monarchs, in rejecting, perhaps, 


the wileft and beft laws that could 
be framed, without being obliged 
<0 give any reafon. And to pre- 


vent bills from being delayed by 
the. prefident, the-conftitution or- 
ders, that all bills prefented to 


him. for figning, and: not return- 


ed within twelve days, fhall be- 
‘come a law, . as though he had 


Signed: them, unlefs the congrefs 


all adjourn within the time.

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QUESTION XXXIV. 


What is the exclifive power of the 
fenate of the United States ? 


ANSWER. 


The fenate fhall have. the fole— 
power to try all impeachments. 
When fitting for that purpdfe, 
they fhall be upon oath or affirma- 
tion ; when the prefident of the 
United States is tried, the chief- 
juftice fhall prefide ; and no per- 
fon fthall be conviéted without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of 
the members prefent. But the 
fenators, as fuch, have no pow. 
er of life and death; their judg- 
ment only extends to removal 
from office, and to difqualify the 
guilty from holding and enjoying 
any. office of honour, troft, or” 
profit, under the United States. 
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Neverthelefs, the convicted 
party is liable and fubjeé to in- 


trial by jury, judgment, 
punifhment, according to
